THe account this Trcaufe gives us of the ^om is grounded upon 
the Authon^smany Years experience .both of the difeafe it felf, 
and Oi the n^thod of cure. He is very exa6\ in his description of the 
rife, progrei.%,caufes and Symptoms of it, and tells us thofe men are 
molt commonly aicacqued by it in their age, v\hofe Youth was 
pampered With fpirituous Wines, and hijr;h Diet, whom though 
they perceived no inconveniences but what their exercifcs then car- 
ried off, yet the necellary unai^ivenefs of old age made them fuffer 
what an a^ive and vigorous Youth permitted them not to feel. Not 
that the young or the lean are totally^ exempt from it, inheritance 
and cxccfs of l^efterj often bringing it upon thofe whofe years and 
constitution might elfe have been priviledgcd, and amons; all man- 
kind he obferves thofe mofl: liable jnd made forit^ whofe large 
heads, and moil), lax, and ftill habitof body marks them out,and 
difpofes for its reception. But if any man is fo happy as toefcapc 
ic till he is old, he is never fo often or fo much cffli<ftrd, as he who 
isfeizcd in his youth, either death preventing the full growth of 
the difeafe, or the native heat being not ftrong enough to through 
oS the materia morhlfica upon the Joints* The regular time of its 
invafion he affigns the latter end of January^ or the beginning of f^- 
brnary^ the chief time oi its fury is at night, with which the pain 
proportionably declines, afericsof which ftiorttits conftitute the 
general one, which fometimes hft<?two or three Months, and thofe 
who arc in years, or weakened by other Diftempers it feldom leaves 
till the full Summer drives it away. 

Among the other fad attendants of this diflempcr he brings in the 
Stone^ which happens to rr.ofi cither from their long lying on theii 
backs,or from the inter miffion of the ufual/V<rreriW, or elfc becaufe 
both diftempers may probably fpring from one and the fame matter. 

Neither is the body alone thus afflifted^but the torments reach 
the mind, fo that every Paroxyfm is as much a fit of Anger, as of the 
Gout.upon contemplation of all the Sj^mptomes he imputes the whole 
diftcmper to the dtfefl ofc««r{?3/(?»iintheparts and humours of the 
body, which the want of animal fpiritsmany other ways formerly 
waflcd, neceffarily infers, by the great decay oithcf^rme^ts^ whole 
force depends chiefly upon them. 

As for the cure he defigns antecedently the digeftlon of the hu- 
mour s, and in the Fit tiie ell ''y ing of the beat^and EhHlUtion of them 
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arifnig fiom rbeir putref«^£lioti ; to the great oppofition of which in'' 
sencions he attributes the great difficulty commonly met with io en- 
deavouring to remove this Diikmpe% 

1 he Drof/Ie he makes umverfal extending to all ages and Sexe^, 
though women are more liable to ic thvin men, .ind are moil comm.dn- 
ly expofed to it either when they arc barren, or when age hath ten"* 
dred them uncapable of ChilJ-be.iring. The true Symptomcs of it 
are difficulty of breathing, lictle Unne and much thirll, thecon- 
fumption of theotherpartsUkewifein proportion to the cncreafe of 
the H;ir(?piV#t/con(lantly happens. 1 he general caufe he fuppofes 
ihcweak^efs of the hlmid ^ which not being able toaffimihite the 
^^^'/f, lets its fall into the pendulous parts of che Body, till ac hi\ 
it enters the Abdomen, where while the qu.mtity of it is fmall,i?^mrif 
forms little bladders to contain it, till at lalt exceeding all mcHure, 
it knows no bounds h t thofe of the PcrltmimK Th e caufe:^ v^ hich 
weaken the bloud he takes to be the excefs of FemfeBion , or 
of any other Evacuation, any long dilkmper, or a conftanc 
abrfe ot tpirituous drinks. His indications are to evacuate the water, 
and CO !lrengthen the bloud, forboth which he gives particular di*^ 
rei.^v;on.sand among his remedies thefe t a'o efpecially he commends, 
sn,Etat€rium^ and Crocus m^talkrunh 

pifcourfing of the hidden conveyances nature carries of thefe wa^* 
ters bv, he infers the great ufc of Jnmomy in Phfckf as being that, 
without which it isimpoirtbe to form clear /dV^'i either of the na- 
ture or caufes of the difeafes ; And does not in the leaft doubt the 
fucceis of his m.ethod, unlefs the W/rfmby long lying In the waters 
are corrupted. He does not much commend the Paracemfjh or the 
^ctifmBHra^ they being as likely to caufe a GsHgnf^e as BiiBers 
therafelver, by the way he takes notice of the burning with M^xa^ 
which he will not allow to have a Sprri/Fcl^ quality in its iame, any 
m»or.e than another a*!:'^ual fire, and although we owe this Medicine 
to the hdia^s^ yet it was not unknown to the Antlms^ for Hifpm 
rr^f f I direi5^s cauteriiing with raw Flax in the very cafe of the ^mt. 
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
